$47 ,7 58 .5)5 has been repaid, inclu d­ 
ing three per cent interest, u p 
to 
March 31. Many borrowers of both 
ty pes of loans are ahead of schedu le 
with their repay ments. 
More than a third of the nation’s 
increase in milk produ ction last y ear 
came from the cows fed and milked 
by FSA borrowers, who nu mber less 
than half a million, and

than eight per cent of the nation’s 
farmers. In terms of their own pro­ 
du ction the y ear before, increases in 
war crops produ ced by FSA families 
ranged from 20 to 106 per cent, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Smith.

It is generally recognized that the 
naiton as a whole is facing a seriou s 
feed shortage for the winter and the 
spring of 19 44. 
Tex as 
and 
the 
Sou thwest will be no ex ception. Du e 
to this fact and du e to other con­ 
ditions and situ ations it will be pos­ 
sible for farmers of Jones Cou nty 
to get from 10 to 20 dollars worth 
of grazing from late planted feed 
on idle acres, according to James M. 
Binion, Cou nty Agent. This depends 
of cou rse on hav ing su fficient mois­ 
tu re for late plantings. 
Tex as has the largest cattle popu ­ 
lation in its history . The price 
of 
feed is high and it looks like it will 
get higher. Already , feed it so high 
it is impossible to produ ce beef or 
milk at a pr< fit if the farmer has to 
bu y both grain and rou ghage. 
For 
farmers of Jones cou nty who hav e 
both the land and the moistu re 
to 
plant late feed for grazing in 
the 
fall and winter, a good profit is wait­ 
ing, prov ided he is feeding or plans 
to feed liv estock. 
Hegari, 
blackhu ll 
and 
schrook 
kafir, darso, rep top cane and cow 
peas shou ld make a good crop 
if 
planted between Au gu st 1st and the 
15 th. 
These crops can be cu t for 
hay , 
pu t in the silo or grazed 
in 
the 
field. Su pplemented with home grown 
grain and 
a 
little 
protein 
this 
shou ld make a profitable feeding sit­ 
u ation. Binion say s that if condit­ 
ions are right farmers shou ld hit the 
jack-pot with this late feed and if 
they are wrong only the seed and a 
little time and eq u ipment cost will 
be lost.

D isease O u tbr e a k 
Dr. Frank Porter, v eterinarian of 
the Federal Bu reau of Animal 
In­ 
du stry , made spot 
checks 
throu gh 
Jones Cou nty last week and fou nd 
no seriou s trou ble from any of the 
major liv estock diseases according to 
James M. Binion, Cou nty Agent, who 
wras with Dr. Porter on the inspect­ 
ion tou r. Chronic trou bles in 
the 
cou ntry are nu merou s and Dr. Por­ 
ter su ggested that they are probably 
cau sed by improper care and feed­ 
ing. A high infestation 
of 
screw 
worm flies was fou nd and owners 
of liv estock are u rged to keep 
a 
close watch for them and to prev ent 
all possible losses in the interest of 
the national food su pply . 
Jones C ou nty C otton Inse c t Infe s ta ­ 
tion N ot H e a v y 
Pau l Gregg, Ex tension Entomolo­ 
gist, and James M. Binion, Cou nty 
Agent, checked cotton fields of the 
cou nty last Thu rsday and fou nd 
a 
light infestation of weev ils and abou t 
a 25 per cent infestation of fleas. It 
was probably too hot for the insects 
to show u p and only one field was 
fou nd with ov er a 50 per cent infes­ 
tation of the cotton flea. Cotton in 
general was fru iting heav y consid­ 
ering the hot dry weather.

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The American food 
problem 
is 
growing more pressing each 
month 
and can be helped by planting fall 
gardens where 
moistu re 
conditions 
will permit, according to James 
M. 
Binion, Cou nty Agent and Mrs. Clara 
Brown Long, Cou nty Home Demon­ 
stration Agent. The more food 
we 
produ ce at home the more it adds to 
the total su pply by av oiding bring­ 
ing in the food we eat from 
other 
areas. 
The following su ggestions are of­ 
fered to those who plan to plant 
a 
fall garden to su pplement their food 
su pply . Remov e all weeds and other 
plant growth from the garden plot 
the first part of Au gu st. 
Do 
not 
tu rn these weeds u nder becau se they 
do not hav e time to decay 
before 
planting and cau se the soil to 
dry 
ou t and make cu ltiv ation 
difficu lt. 
After the weeds are remov ed spread 
a coating 
of 
manu re 
ov er 
the 
grou nd and then plow to a depth of 
fou r or fiv e inches and harrow u ntil 
the manu re is well mix ed into 
the 
soil. This spongy material will great­ 
ly increase the water holding capac­ 
ity of the soil and prev ent packing. 
Plants, su ch as tomatoes, peppers, 
or eggplants, that hav e su rv iv ed the 
su mmer may be stimu lated into new 
fall growth and produ ction by apply - 
nig a tablespoon of nitrate of soda or 
a shov el fu ll of manu re arou nd the 
plant. The fertilizer shou ld be ap­ 
plied to six to twelv e inches 
from 
the body of the plant for best re­ 
su lts. 
Plant these v egetables to matu re 
before frost gets them : beans, pinto, 
and potatoes, Bliss 
Triu mph, 
Au g. 
15-30; English peas, 
radishes 
and 
stringless green pod beans, Sept. 1 
to 15; mu stard, Oct. 15-30. 
Plant 
semi-hardy 
v egetables 
to 
withstand light frost: 
carrots, 
cab­ 
bage, tu rnips, 
broccoli 
and 
beets, 
Sept. 1-15. 
Plant hardy v egetables to 
with­ 
stand heav y frost: 
collards, 
kale, 
onions, 
rape, 
ru tabagas, 
salsify , 
shallots, spinach from Sept. 1-15. 
Becau se seed germination in the 
fall is not as good as in the spring 
one-fou rth more 
seed 
shou ld 
be 
planted. Cov er Irish potatoes 
with 
damp sacks or straw for sev eral day s 
u ntil they hav e sprou ted, then cu t 
into seed pieces and plant.

last April 30, $810,635.85 had been 
loaned in form of rehabilitation loan* 
to fa rm families in Jones County. 
Of that amount $565,392.47 
has 
matured, or come due, and $589,- 
129.92 including 5 per cent interest 
has been repaid to the government 
by these families who were unable 
to obtain adequate credit from any 
other source. 
Of a total of $162,988.00 lent in 
this county under the FSA’s tenant- 
purchase program enabling 
farmers 
and share-croppers to become 
home 
owners, $46,453.88 has matured, and 
$47,758.55 has been repaid, includ­ 
ing three per cent interest, up 
to 
March 31. Many borrowers of both 
types of loans are ahead of schedule 
with their repayments. 
More than a third of the nation’s 
increase in milk production last year 
came from the cows fed and milked 
by FSA borrowers, who number less 
than half a million, and 
are 
less 
than eight per cent of the nation’s 
farmers. In terms of their own pro­ 
duction the year before, increases in 
war crops produced by FSA families 
ranged from 20 to 106 per cent, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Smith.
